Mis. Schwaibsur'B Btqry in bilef Is as

How^tlio Work Hun Hson Carried 


on by tho Duriint 


J'uHclifro. 


Tho ten.pb.ors of the Durant school 


L'lOHod their science class for the term 
nut Mpmliiy afternoon. 


At tho beginning of last year a ne.sv 


courso ot study was adopted which in- 
cluded among other things work In ele- 
mentary yc'lonco. 


Many teachers wero deficient In that 


subject. It bolus a new one In gram- 
mar school work, and were anxious to 
nt'oftn llieiHHelves. They were fortun 
lite In having among their number ono 
who w:ts well fitted to give them the 
.leslrcd Instruction, Miss Mary W. Tyr- 
:oll, who had ilcvoted four years to the 
study of olumuntary science 
at the 


Stuto Ur.lvDi'Blty, and had had many 
yoiu-s' experlorice in leaching that sub- 
ject', wtis engaged by the teachers to 
take' charge of the work. Since gra " 
mllng .from the State Normal school, 
and while leaching at the Durant school 
Miss Tyrrell has made n special study 
of HcU'itce at tho University, and some 
of bur original Investigations have been 
published by the Keg-ents. 


The teachers have met weekly for the 
past year and have received Instruction 
from Miss'Tyrrell In the 
work laid 
down In tho course of study, with es- 
pecial reference to methods of teaching. 
The work has boon .highly satisfactory 
and tho toachers no-,v feel that they are 
well ublo to give instruction In science 
tn their clasHes. Tho Durant teachers 
feel Rititllled upon having in their own 
building one who was so well fitted to 
give them Instruction. In this they had 
the advantage over the teachers in oth- 
er schools:, who having none among 
their number who was capable of di- 
recting their work, found It necessary 
to secure tho services 
of an outside 


teacher. Miss Tyrrell Is an enthusias- 
tic student and teacher of natural sci- 
ence.

ORDINANCE No.—An Ordinance declar- 
ing and determining the general specittca- 
tions for improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 


Be It ordainod by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows: 


SECTION L 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for paving 


and Improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters nnd culverts and 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said business 
streets of the city of Oakland, shall be aud 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be as set forth herein, and 
the same shall be the specifications for 
and all work of Improving or paving said 
business streels of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and In ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless 
otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by City Council. 


SECTION II. 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases conilBt of a concrete foundation 
at least six (0) Inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified. 
' 


SE'CTION in. 


GRADING. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


the concrete foundation, shall be brought 
to a sub-grade equaling In depth below the 
finished pavement the thickness of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall be fin- 
ished HO as to be parallel with and In 
every way made to conform to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement, and this Is 
to be done as follows-. 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(3) inches above the sub-grade, thon a 
roller weighing not less than two hundred 
and fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
shall pass over the same till the material 
Is compressed to a depth of six inches (0"), 
that being the test, after which tho rolled 
surface shall bo dressed down to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, and again rolled 
until It shall bo true, compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grade.

The petition- further recites: "I do 


not admit that I am indebted to the 
United States Governtmetft m any sum 
of money, tout there are suits ppnding 
against me in 'the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern Mar- 
triot of California, by the Unlte'd States 
to recover the aggregate sum of $209,- 
884 12 with Interest " 


The six actions pending are then ful- 


ly set forth. 


In conclusion Salisbury says- 
"To the best of my knowledge and 


belief and relying on my recollection 
I have no right of action against any- 
one aft this tune. I make Ihis state- 
ment solely from memory and without 
refreshing my memory from any books, 
papers or documents belonging to the 
late firm of Gilmer, Salisbury & Co., at 
Salt Lake City, or from any ipapers or 
documents or books at Chicago. I have 
no right of action that I know of in the 
9tate of California, tout in other States 
or Tertltones there may be some out- 
standing right of action IB my ravor, 
but ac to thtt I cannot at this time 
state positively and If *nch exist It is 
very ancient."

In the struggle of the Contra Coata 


Water Company to deprive the Oak- 
land Water Company of the hydrant 
patronage it now has from the city of 
Oakland, the former companj is plac- 
ing great stress upon a, plank which 
was sneaked into the Republican mu- 
nicipal convention last January.

day. 
This time it is a woman, and ehe 


makes the startling statement that the 
day before the body of Minnie Wil- 
liams was found in the Bmanuel 
Bap- 
tist Church she saw the Rev J Qeorare 
Gibson on the Alameda ferry boat with 
Minnie "Williams going toward Bon 
Francisco. 


The new witness Is Mrs, Sohwartaer, 


and she explains her reticence for ih« 
past two yea?s by saying that she did, 
not wish to be unpleasantly mixed up 
in the case, but that now she feels it 
her duty to malro her story known. 


Chief Lees sent for the woman and 


she told him her story and asked for 
an opportunity to tell it to Governor 
Budd. Mrs Schwartzer also says that 
she told her story two years ago to a 
detective, but asked that she be not 
called as a witness unless it was abso- 
lutely necessary- 
Mrs Schwai tzar's story in brief is as 


follows 


"On the afternoon of April 12, ISta, 
I was coming from Alameda to this city 
on the steamer 
I saw Dr Gibson and 


Minnie Williams on the upper deck. I 
knew the girl, and therefore my atten- 
tion was attracted to her. 
I did not 


know Dr Gibson at that time, but I ob- 
served ham very closely, probably be- 
cause he was with the young- lady, 
whom I knew, he waft carrying "her 
ba&Uet and was very attentive to her. 
I noticed the scars on his neck, his gen- 
eral build, and In particular his tea- 
tures I w atched them for a long time—• 
in fact, during nearly all of the trip 
across the bay.

in Dr <Jibaon, foi I am naturally very 
observant, and as I observed him very; 
carefully I know I have made no mis- 
take

"After the commencement of the trial 


of Durrant I visited the court room 
through curiosity, and there I again 
saw Dr Gibson and knew him to be the 
man I had seen on the boat with Min- 
nie Williams. 
I shall appear before Governor Budd 


and afflrm under oath to what I know. 
I have never Been Mr. Deuprey, Gener- 
al Dickinson, Mr Tubb or any of Dur- 
rant's lawyers. I come forward at this 
time because my conscience tells me 
that it is my duty to reveal any knowl- 
edge I may possess and \vhich may be 
of importance in this case."

Light Shed Upon the Subject 


by Messrs. GIrard and 


Nalsmlth. 


The meeting in favor ot animation at 


Temescal 
last evening drew a large 


crowd in the Temescal Park Hall. Ev- 
erybody seemed enthusiastic over the 
project. 


The chairman of the Temescal com- 


mittee on the subject of annexing, Hen- 
ry Webber, called the meeting to order 
at S 30 o'clock. He stated that the ob- 
ject of the gathering was to discuss 
the question of annexation of the Tem- 
escal district with the city of Oakland, 
and to listen to the speeches of repre- 
sentative men who could give facts 
amd figures to prove the benefits that 
would accrue from annexation. 


He expressly stated that the object 


was not to ridicule and to violently op- 
pose those who had not Deen convinced 
of the advantages of the project, but to 
throw 
all the light possible upon the 


question. 


Chairman 
Webber then introduced 


the first speaker, Councilman F. R. 
G-irard, of the Second Ward. 


MR. QIRARD SPEAKS. 


Mr Girard referred to his hearers as 


citizens 
of the "Eighth" Ward amd 


said 
"This is not a political meetlnsr, 


nor is it a religious meeting, but a 
meeting- of citizens of Temesca.1. I am 
speaking here this evening not because 
it matter particularly to me whether 
you join the city of Oakland or not, 
but beca.uee 1 was requested by your 
committee, because it is not the city of 
Oakland, but you yourselves that will 
receive the main benefit of annexation. 
Moreover, every man of you should ask 
himself the question 'Will it benefit 
me"' On coming out h«>re to Temescal 
this 
evening, I noticed a significant 
fact 
As I canue along Telegraph ave- 
nue, I saw block after block of beauti- 
ful 
residences up to a certain point. 
Tha>t point was where the boundary 
line of Temescal rune, and, after that, 
the houses became poorer and fewer 
until I saw some that might be called 
mere shanties Now when a man goe* 
to a real estate broker with the idea of 
purchasing 
property, what kind of 
property does he look for' If the deal- 
er mentions Temescal what does the 
purchaser say' Why 'Where Is Tem- 
esoal?' And on the other hand any 
street, so long as it is in Oakland, even 
though it be out as far as Forty-eighth 
street will be preferable. What would 
it cost you if you wpre annexed as a 
part of the city of Oakland' The ma- 
jority of you do not pav taxes on over 
$3 000 or 15,000 worth of property, so, 
what 
would 
the 
small 
increase 
In 
the 
tax 
rate 
amount 
to. 
Let me give you some figures on 
this point Supposing you own $1,000 
worth of property. If you live here in 
Temescal, you pay the county $13, your 
road tax, I don't mean poll tax, ia J2 
Tour flre department costs you fifty 
oenta That makes a total cost of $15 - 
50 On the other hand, were you part 
of the city of Oakland you would have 
to pay only $3 70 more, or $19 20 What 
would 
you get for that' Perpetual 
right to sewer into Oakland, an exten- 
sion of the electric lights, extension of 
the flre department, extension of its flre 
and police alarm systems, free use of 
its schools, free use of its free library 
a free reading room, as in East Oak- 
land, West Oakland, and North Oak- 
land, a free delivery of mall matter and 
collection of mails And remember that 
in coming into Oakland you -will not 
have to pay any interest or portion of 
the city s debts now standing Now, in 
the face of these facts, can any intelli- 
gent man oppose annexation' It has 
been said by those who oppose thia 
measure that you will have to go to 
the expense of improving your streets 
This is a deliberate falsehood, as no 
street will be ordered Improved except 
at the will t-f a majority of the proper- 
ty holders thereon. 
"If you are anriVxed at the coming 
election," continued Mr. Girard, "I will 
be your representative In the Council. 
I will flght for your interests and make 
sure that the benefits I have enumer- 
ated shall be yours, and the Council 
will support me."

The next speaker introduced was 


James S. Nalsmlth, one of the most 
earnest workers for annexation. 


"There Is a kind of scare," he said 
"being urged by the few who oppose 
annexation. They refer to street laws 
of Oakland and hold over your heads 
as a cudgel the idea that you will b« 
put to gieat expense in improving; your 
property. This you now know Is all a 
•ham. How are you situated at pres- 
ent? Are you not at the mercy of 
county boards, who can order you to do 
as they wish? Consider for a moment 
the advantages offered you for practi- 
cally nothing. Look at the case of 
Piedmont and see what that district 
paid for the single right of connecting; 
her sewers with the Oakland system. 
Consider the unhealthy condition of this 
district and how much It stands in 


Golden 
Gate, Adeline, the country districts axe 
all in favor of annexation You are the 
people who hare b«*n most opyoaed. 
And, bec-aus* th«r» has been no dis- 
ease, no tvil results from the cenpools 
that infest this district, we roust not 
flatter ourselves 'that there never will 
be tumble. 


"There should be no dividing line be- 
tween Temescal and Oakland. Tun- 
escal Is really a part of the city. What 
do you get from th» county tbat you 
would not get from it were you a part 
of the city ot Oakland » The county lias 
its institutions in Oakland and Oakland 
reaps , as much benefit from them as 
you do. For this district ot Temescal 
we have a road tax, which I sincerely 
hope we will soon be rid of 
Compar* 
the motives of those who are opposing 
annexation with the motives of those 
who are In favor; what do we bee? 
Those who favor have every argument 
of good citizenship to support them, 
while those wbo oppose have only a 
fear of private loss or no reasons at 
all."Those present at the meeting; were 
then called upon by Chairman Webber 
to ask any question they might desire. 
As no one seemed to question any of 
of the arguments offered durlnc tha 
evening, It was decided to adjourn until 
such a time as more speakers could 
address them. > 
The absence of other speakers an- 
nounced at the meeting was- occasion- 
ed by au erroneous announcement. In- 
cluding speakers Messrs. Davis and 
Snow having been Informed tbat tha 
meeting was to take place on Thursday 
Instead of last evening;.

trict Judge to which he was appointed 
by President Harrison In 1891. 


Judge Morrow's popularity ;ls not 


confined to professional »pheres. 
He 


haa^ a large clrc^ of warm .personal 
frienda, and thla has been proved re- 
cently, for endorsements too powerful 
to be' unheeded have literally poured 
in at Washington from all parts of this 
State. He waa becked for the' posi- 
tion to which he has been appointed by 
the Bar Association, the Chamber of 
Commerce of San Francisco and a 
number of other organizations thor- 
oughly representative of the commun- 
ity. 


Judge Morrow's career has been one 


of continued success. He was born in 
Indiana in 1S43 and in 1859 came to Cal- 
ifornia. In a few years, though, he re- 
turned East to accept a position in the 
Treasury Department In Washington, 
and !n 18C9 he was admitted to practice. 
From 1S70 to 1S74 he was

United States District Attorney of Cal- 
ifornia and he was chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee from 
ISTS'to 1SS2. In 1SSO he was appointed 
aUorney for the Harbor- Commission- 
era and in 1SS4 he was chairman of the 
California delegation/to the National 
Convention.

SCIENTIFIC STUDY. 


How*tbo Work Haa Been Carried 


on by tho Dnrant 


Teachcri. 


The teachers of the Durant school 


closed their science class for the term 
ast JJpnday afternoon. 


At the beginning of last year a new 


course of study was adopted which in- 
cluded among other things work in ele- 
mentary science. 


Many teficherg were deficient in that 


subject, it being a new one in gram- 
mar school work, and were anxious to 
nform themselves. They were fortun- 
ate in having among their number one 
.vho was well fitted to give them the 
desired instruction, Miss Mary W. Tyr- 
•ell, who had devoted four years to the 
study of elementary science at the 
State University, and had had many 
gears' experience in teaching that Bub- 
lect; was engaged by the teachers ,to 
take' charge of the work. Since grad- 
uating from the State Normal school, 
and while teaching at the Durant school 
Miss Tyrrell has made a special study 
of. science at the University, and some 
of her original investigations have been 
published by the Regents. 


The teachers have met weekly for the 


>ast year and have received Instruction 
:rom Miss Tyrrell in the 
work laid 


down in the course of study, with es- 
>eclal reference to methods of teaching. 
The work haa been .highly satisfactory 
and the teachers now feel that they are 
veil able to give instruction in science 
o their classes. The Durant teachers 
feel gratified upon having In their own 
building -one who was so well fitted to 
give them instruction. In this they had 
the advantage over the teacher* in oth- 
«r schools, who having none among 
their number who was capable of di- 
recting their work, found it necessary 
to. secure the services of an outside 
teacher. -Miss Tyrrell is an enthusias- 
tic student' and teacher of natural, sci- 
ence.

The club, which claims to be among 
the "pure" athletic clubs on the coast 
counted on the support of its 2,000 or 
more members to lend their patronage 
to its pugilistic enterprise, but in this 
it was disappointed. 


It had been repeatedly announced by 
the management that nothing but a 
square and gentlemanly contest would 
be allowed; that all the men had "been 
tried out" and found to be in perfect 
condition, fulfilling all the requirements 
of the agreement. And yet at the very 
beginning one of the men advertised us 
a "star" contest brought out from New 
York, weighed in ten pounds over the 
scale of weight agreed upon. Notwith- 
standing this big advantage of Leonard 
over- his opponent, Gang, the colored 
lad agreed to go on with the fight.

wear 
the head- of a continuous rail 
about one-fourth of an Inch, and this 
represented mileage of four minutes 
headway, sixteen h-ours per day for 
thirty-nine years. While without the 
continuous rall'-the maintenance of the 
Joints after two years of'wear and tear 
was a considerable and constantly in- 
creasing- expense..,. 
: In the weight ?of the rail there is an 
important saving effected by the joint-

For mere stiffness and 
rigidity a. sixty^sixrpound rail if sup- 
ported, by'the proper number of cross 
ties will answer every engineering de- 
mand of electric cars at high speed. 
Anything over this goes to the debt of 
bad joints.- This Improvement results 
in a saving of about $1,297 per mile in 
the cost of first construction.

ORDINANCE No.—An Ordinance .declar- 
ing and determining the general specifica- 
tions for improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business "streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows: 


SECTION I. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETa 
The general specifications for paving 


and improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts and 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, ot said business 
streets of the city of Oakland, shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be as set forth herein, and 
the same Shalt be the specifications for 
and all work of improving or paving said 
business streets of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and in ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless 
otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by City Council: 


SECTION IL 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at least six (6) Inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified. 
' 


SECTION m. 


GRADING. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


the concrete foundation, shall be brought 
to a sub-grade equaling-in depth below th'a 
finished pavement the thicknees of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall be fin- 
ished so as to be parallel with and In 
every way made to conform to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement, and this is 
to be done as follows: 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(3) Inches above the Bub-grade, then a 
roller weighing not less than two hundred 
and fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
shall pass over the same till Jhe material 
is compressed to a depth of six Inches (6"). 
that being the test, after which the rolled 
surface shall be dressed down to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, and again rolled 
until it shall be true, compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grade. 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must be tamped and made as solid 
as if rolled. 


Any materials Impracticable to consoli- 


date as above specified shaH be removed 
to a depth of six Inches (0") below sub- 
grade and sand or gravel substituted 
therefor to a depth of nine Inches (9~j, 
thoroughly rolled and finished in every 
way as above specified for the roadbed. 


The 'finished sub-grade shall conform to 


the cross section on file with the City 
Clerk. 


SECTION IV.

CURBING. 


Curbs on business streets shall be of 


hard, gray granite, uniform in color and 
texture, free 
from cracks or surface 


seams, to be not less than five feet (S ft.) 
long, sixteen inches (16") deep, six inches 
(6") wide on the top. The bed of the curb 
must average not less than seven inches 
(7"). 


The top surface and face or street side 


to a depth of eight Inches (S") from the 
top, dressed (equal to a six (C) cut patent 
hammer) and below this for seven inches 
(7") or thirteen inches <1J") from the top, 
dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
laid against it will not have a joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an Inch. (H"). 


On the Inside or side walk a chisel draft 


cut one inch (1") wide from the top edge. 
The dressing on top, face and the chisel 
draft shall be true to line and surface, and 
at right angles. 


The ends of the stone to be dressed so 


that when laid stone to stone the Joints 
shall not exceed one-quarter of an Inch 
(VI") and shall have mortar joints pointed 
on the street side and on the top. 


Circular curbs 'will conform in all re- 


spects to the specifications for straight 
curbs, except that It will be cut to the re- 
quired radius, the ends cut on radial lines 
and in lengths and other details shown on 
plans on file with the City Clerk. 


The stone shall be imbedded In at least 


six inches (6") of sand and be placed true 
to line and grade and backed with sand or 
sand loam, and tamped solid. 


SECTION V. 
GUTTERS. 


The stone for gutters on business streets 


to be basalt or hard, gray granite blocks, 
uniform in texture, free from cracks or 
surface seams. • 


The blocks to be not less: than eight 


Inches (8") nor more than twelve Inches 
(12") long, not loss than four inches (4") 
nor more than five inches (5") wide, 
not less than six Inches (6") nor more than 
seven inches (7") deep. 


All blocks shall be sufficiently dressed to 


present smooth rectangular faces with 
straight edges on top, bottom and sides, 
so as to be laid with half inch ( 
joints. ' 


The blocks shall be placed upon a- foun- 


dation of Portland cement concrete four 
Inches (4") thick, which shall first be. cov- 
ered with a cushion of Portland cement 
one inch (1") In thickness, mixed dry in 
proportion by measure of one (1) part ce- 
ment to four (4) parts of clean, sharp sand, 
free from clay, mica and foreign matter 
and not showing on shaking with water a 
subsidence of more than five per cent (5%) 
by volume of loam; and laid stone to stone 
true to surface, in uniform courses and 
joints broken at least three inches (3"). 


The sub-grade shall In all cases be pre- 


pared for the.concrete foundation by com- 
plying with Section 3 of this Ordinance. 


When laid, the gutters shall be swept 


clean of all dirt and rubbish, and the 
spaces between the blocks shall be ab- 
solutely free and clear from all dirt of any 
description. Portland cement grout in the 
proportio-n of one (1) part cement and two 
(2) parts clean, sharp sand shall then be 
poured over the gutters, previously wet- 
ted, and broomed into spaces between the 
blocks until all of said spaces are thor- 
oughly .filled. 


After grouting, the gutters shall be 


guarded and maintained against injury or 
disturbance for at least six (6) days.

; All asphaltio cement used shall be com- 
posed of either refined Bermuda or Trin- 
idad Lake asphalt, or a refined natural 
solid California asphalt or other equally 
good asphalt, each of which shall be at 
least eighty-five per cent (85 per ct.) pure, 
and be mixed with a refined natural liq- 
uid California asphalt, no less than nine- 
ty-seven per cent (»7 per ct.) pure, and It 
shall be free from all deleterious sub- 
stances, such as non-bituminous organic 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
not be the residue obtained from the arti- 
ficial distillation of coal, coal tar or petro- 
leum oils. It shall be of even and uniform 
composition, and. shall contain nothing 
that will vaporize under a temperature of 
three hundred (300) degrees Fahr., under 
ordinary treatment. Its contained as- 
phalt shall be of a permanent and cement- 
itlous nature, suitable in all respects to 
make upon proper admixture with re- 
fined natural liquid asphalt, a durable and 
satisfactory cement. 


The refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating In suitable ves- 
sels, and at a suitable temperature, a nat- 
ural liquid asphalt, BO as to deprive it of 
all waters or oils vaporiiable under a tem- 
perature of three hundred and fifty (350) 
degrees Fahr., and at all other injurious 
'substance* and the refining process shall 
be so conducted as in no wise to impair 
'the valuable qualities of the liquid as- 
phalt. It shall be absolutely free from ad- 
mixture with any compounds of parafllne 
or of coal tar. It shall -be of no less than 
ninety-seven per cent (91 per ct.) pure. 
The resulting aiphaltic cement shall be 


free from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall in all respects be suitable to 
meet the requirements of an adhesive and 
lasting cement and It shall-in all respects 
have the temper and other qualities nec- 
essary, to produce a pavement that shall 
not be too soft in the summer nor too hard 
and brittle In the winter. 


The sand shall be clean sharp aand, free 


from loam, mica, clay or other earthy tm- 
puritiea. On sifting it shall have at least 
fifteen per cent (15 per ct.) of material 
that will be caught on a forty (4U) mesh 
per inch sieve, twenty-five per cent (25 
per ct) of material 
that 'will pass an 
eighty (80) mesh per Inch sieve, ten per 
cent (10 per ct.) of which at least must 
pass a one hundred (100) mesh per incn 
sieve. If the sand to be used does not con- 
tain the desired fine material, mineral 
dust unaffected by water may'be used to 
make up tho deficiency.

Over 2,000,000 men, the speaker'said, 
are forced to work on Sunday, arid art 
thereby deprived of their right to a 
rest 'day.

bath. Dr. Brevier then referred to the 
different ways in which different. na- 
tions keep' the Sabbath. The ideal, he 
sakl, can scarcely be embodied in a Sab_ 
:bath which has a programme of church' 
at 11 o'clock, a ba;l'l game In the after- 
noon, and the theater a't 
8 o'clock 
"This Is Uke the continental Saibbath. 
The Spanish celebrate their Sunday 
with sermon, prayer and bull fights; 
the 'French, with some amusement pe- 
culiar to them and a sermon and pray- 
er; the Germans, with a picnic and 
beer antl a sermon and prayer. An ideal 
Sabbait-h. continued the speaker, is one 
as kept in Canada under the English 
nag.
